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In the death of Frank Lynn Jenkins on September Ist, the Beaux-Arts Institute of Design met with a loss that is very great. 
Mr. Lynn Jenkins, who was a sculptor of prominence and long practical experience, had served as an instructor in the Life 
Modelling Classes since 1919. Through these many years he was ever willing to give freely of his time and ability in the 
advancement of his profession. As an instructor he left a very definite influence on the students and contributed with conspicuous 
intelligence in furthering the work of the Department of Sculpture. 


Attention is called to the change ‘in the calendar of the Department of Architecture. The Class “B” III Esquisse-Esquisse 
exercise scheduled for December 17th, will take place on December 10th. 


The Department of Architecture announces the organization of a new atelier in New York City, known as Atelier Blum; 
and that the Los Angeles Architectural Club will henceforth be known as Atelier Los Angeles. 


The Department of Interior Decoration has been amalgamated with the Department of Mural Painting. The new depart- 
ment will be known as the Department of Decoration and Mural Painting. 


With the resignation of Mr. Edmund S. Campbell, to assume charge of the Department of Architecture at the University 
of Virginia, the office of Dean of the Institute has been discontinued.

A city of half a million inhabitants has grown up on the 
banks of a wide but shallow river. Except: for small motor 
boats, canoes, etc., the river is not navigable. On the other 
shore is open country which is developing into a residential 
suburb. In the river, near the opposite shore about three- 
quarters of the way across, lies an island which is parallel with 
the flow of the stream. The city authorities now propose to 
build a monumental stone bridge from the city to the opposite 
shore and to have this bridge rest at some point on the island. 
The island itself is somewhat irregular in shape. At its widest 
point it is 500 feet and its extreme length is 1,500 feet. . 

As this island is subject to erosion by floods in the river, it 
is proposed to build a retaining wall around it at the same 
time the bridge is built and to develop it as a park for the city. 
The position of the bridge has not -yet ‘been ‘determined, each 
competitor will be allowed to make it cross the island at the 
point which he considers most advantageous for his design, 
but the roadway of the bridge, including the sidewalks, must 
be 75 feet wide and 25 feet above the mean water level. The 
island itself is on an average 8 feet above mean water level. 
There is, consequently, a difference of 17 feet between the road- 
way of the bridge and the level of the island. 

The problem is so to develop this island by retaining walls, 
stairs leading from the bridge to the island, arcades under the 
bridge for the storage of plants, fountains, statuary, and the 
arrangement of trees, etc., as to make it an agreeable place for 
the citizens to enjoy themselves. There will be no baseball fields, 
tennis courts or other provisions for games; it is purely a 
place to enjoy nature and where, on summer evenings, concerts 
and open air plays will be given. For this purpose a great 
sounding-board or niche will be required, where the orchestra 
can sit. Automobiles will not be allowed on the island. They 
will have to be parked either on the bridge or on the farther 
shore, and people will walk to the island. Some provision 
should be made for a basin where small motor boats, canoes 
and rowboats can be moored while the occupants listen to the 
music, even though in the distance. 

This is primarily a problem in the design of the island; 
consequently great latitude is given the students as to the 
shape of this island and its general arrangement, but the maxi- 
mum dimensions given and the height above water line must be 
strictly adhered to. Only a portion of the bridge, at least one 
arch on either side of the island, need be shown in the elevation 
or plan.

“AN AQUEDUCT” 


The agueduct has been in the past an architectural problem 
of great interest and with the modern means of construction 
available, may be still more so. It has always been solved with 
great simplicity as well as economy of constructive’ methods. 

This aqueduct will begin where a water tunnel emerges from 
a mountain side and will carry the water over a deep ravine 
to a level plateau and on to a city some miles distant. A 
bridge which will care for two lines of vehicular traffic in both 
directions will unite with the aqueduct. The roadway will 
pass along the ravine on the mountain side to a distant tourists’ 


center. The composition of the ravine with bridge and aque-

duct. will be a great point of interest, especially as viewed 
from the roadway along the ravine. ; 

Requirements: There will be a water-main four feet in 
diameter to be carried at a level of 35 feet above the roadway, 
which will be 180 feet above the normal water level of the 
turbulent river in the ravine. The distance across the ravine 
from roadway to plateau is 80 feet at roadbed level. The 
sides of the ravine are precipitous.
